In order to withdraw from a 
ass, the student must file a pe- 
ion with the instructor of the 
ess from which he wishes to 
ithdraw. In turn the teacher 
ill consider the student’s ability, 
ending in the class, attendance, 
Md records in other classes. If 
e instructor agrees to the with- 
awal, he will give the student 
petition for Change of Program 
fill out, stating his reason for 
opping the course, and the 
mount of units he will carry 
ithout the course in question. 
Instructor Signs 


If the instructor does not ap- 
ove the withdrawal, and can- 
bt persuade him to remain in 
ass, the instructor sheuld sign 
© ‘withdrawal. He should state 
the bottom his reasons for 
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opposing the withdrawal. The 
withdrawal notice is then filed 
with counselor. 

The counselor will review the 
case, and either approve or dis- 
approve of it, but at the same 
time will file the petition with the 
registrar. 

Name Will Appear 


When the student has been 
granted the withdrawal, his name 
will appear in the daily attend- 
ance bulletins. But as long as his 
name does not appear, he will 
not be considered as withdrawn. 

Students are being urged to 
talk their problems over with the 
instructor before wanting to with- 
draw, for a. withdrawal might 
resiilt ‘in~a complete change of 
program.

The 19 year old draftee on the front lines in Korea is in 
every way entitled to cast his ballot as the forty year old 
business man whose freedom is being protected by this draft- 
ee and thousands of others like him. 

People can argue that an 18 year old is not mature enough 
to decide on candidates and issues before the people, but 
those’ who argue most vociferously against the 19 year old 
voting are those who don’t even have the maturity to take 

> the time and effort to vote themselves. Only 52% of those 
eligible (those who REGISTERED in the primary) in 1948 
yoted in the nation election 

Regardless of who is elected November 4th or what party 
wins the majority in Congress, I think an eighteen year vot- 
ing law as an amendment to the Constitution should be ini- 
tiated‘ in Congress and passed to the people for ratification. 
Barring this, California should give the franchise to its 18 
year olds. —John Dowden
